ſtill having, till crauing ; and therefore they ſhould receiue 
no better wages, than emptineſſe and baſcneſle. In the ſpen- 
ding,they were as riotous,as in the gathering,couetous: and 
of this latter ſinne they are now indited; Where firſt our 


| Prophet layes downe the offence; ſecondly, paſſeth ſen- 


tence. The offence is in a word, abuſive drinking (the abuſe 


. ofeating not excluded, as appeares, verl. 17). This finfull 


drinking is deſcribed by the matter, wherein the failingwas, 
and by He cauſes and effects thereof.. The cauſes or parties
